COTTON GROWERS 
WILL BALLOT DEC. 7 
ON’41 SALES QUOTA 


Coffee County cotton growers 
will vote on Saturday, December 
7, along with other cotton growers 
of the Nation, to deterfnine wheth- 
er they wish a marketing quota 
to apply to their 1941 cotton crop. 
The quota will go into effect only 
if approved by two-thirds of the 
farmers voting, 

Marketing quotas have been in 
effect for the last three years, 
Hugh D. Sexton, county agent, 
points out, The 1940 quota was 
approved last fall by 91,2 per cent 
of the Nation’s growers who voted 
in the referendum, It was ap- 
proved by 95 per cent of the farm- 
crs in Alabama, 96 per cent of 
the farmers in Coffee County. 

As in former years, the county 
committee will be in charge of the 
referendum, Plans are now being 
made locally for holding the vote 
in each community. 

The Secretary of Agriculture de- 
clared a 1941 marketing quota in 
September when it was determined 
that the supply of American cot- 
ton, on August 1, 1940, totaled 
23,900,000 bales, or 137 per cent 
of the “normal” supply, which is 
18,200,000 bales. Under the Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Act, a maw 
keting quota must be declared 
when supplies reach 137 per cent 
of normal, 

The national quota for 1941 is 
the same as the one in effect this 
year, and will make possible the 
marketing, through the quota pro- 
gram, of about 12 million bales 
during the year beginning August 
1, 1941, 

“Coffee County's cotton growers 
are familiar with marketing quo- 
tas," Mr. Sexton says," since they 
have used them for three seasons 
to avoid adding to our already 
large cotton supply, to protect the 
markets of farmers who plant 
within their AAA acreage allot- 
ments, and to prevent growers 
who overplant from defeating the 
work of farmers who are trying 
to balance the cotton supply with 
market demand and normal carry- 
over,” 

Mr, Sexton points out that if 
marketing quotas are in effect in 
1941, farmers who plant within 
their allotments may market 
without penalty all cotton which 
they produce in 1941, Farmers 
who overplant their acreage allot- 
ments or who have penalty cotton 
from a previous crop must pay 4 
penalty of 3 cents a pound on all 
cotton marketed in excess of their 
farm marketing quotas,

STATE IS PLANNING 
FIVE-YEAR CONSER- 
VATION PROGRAM 


AUBURN, Ala, Plans for a 
more permanent soil conservation 
program for the farmers of Ala- 
bama are now being made under 
the leadership of the HWxtension 
Service of the Alabama Polytecn- 
nie Institute, announces I, W, Dug- 
gan, director of the Southern Divi- 
sion, Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration, 

Alabama is the first State to 
adopt a long-time conservation 
plan under the AAA program, The 
new plan will become operative 
December 1, 1940, the beginning 
of the next program year, and it 
is designed to cover a five-year 
period, 

R, M, Evans, Administrator of 
the AAA, has formally approved 
the new type of program. 

Under the new provisions, a 
portion of the AAA payments 
made to farmers for planting 
within special crop allotments will 
be conditioned upon carrying out 
® farm conservation plan that will 
conserve and improve the fertility 
of the soil on their farms, 

Walter L, Randolph, native Ala- 
bamian, former AAA Administra- 
tive Officer in Alabama, now as- 
sistant director of the Southern 
Division, concelyed and initiated 
the revised program, which has 
been formulated in several recent 
meetings of Alabama agricultural 
leaders and farmers at Auburn, 

The plans for each farmer will 
be madé under the direction of 
the Extension Service of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, with 
the active cooperation of the Soil 
Conservation Service and other 
agricultural agencies, 

P. O. Davis, state extension di- 
rector, announced that the Ala- 
bama Extension Service is glad of 
the opportunity to render this ad- 
ditional service to Alabama farm- 
ers, 

Local farm leaders after at- 
tending schools of instruction held 
by Extension Service and Soil 
Conservation Service Workers will 
assist farmers in developing con- 
servation plans for their own 
farms, 

In making public the “Alabama 
plan,’ Mr, Duggan outlined « the 
minimum requirements of all Ala- 
bama farm plans as follows: 

(1) Each farmer participating 
shall grow on at least 23 per vent 
of his cropland each year certain 
erosion resisting and soil-conseryv- 
ing crops, 

(2) Proper terracing is to be 
done over a period of five years 
on all cropland having a slope in 
excess of 2 per cent that is not 
in permanent vegetative cover. 

(3) On at least one acre of 
cropland out of 15, certain peren- 
nial soil-conserving crops shall be 
maintained or established during 
the next five years, 

(4) On at least one acre out 
of 15, permanent pasture land shall 
be maintained or established dur- 
ing the next five years, 

Farmers will be given units of 
credit for carrying out each of 
these practices. A part of the 
net payments with respect to cot- 
ton, peanuts, tobacco, wheat and 
potatoes will be conditioned upon 
their carrying out these soil-con- 
serving practices.

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EVERY ACRE MUST 
PRODUCE ANNU’LLY 
FOR FARM PROFIT 


There are approximately 138,700 
acres of land in Coffee County 
that are cleared but lying idle, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the 
supervisors of the Wiregrass Soil 
Conservation District, Many of 
these and similar lands need arti- 
ficial reforestation to put them 
back to work, check erosion, and 
change them from a liability to 
an asset, 

Many farmers who are entering 
into agreements with Soil Con- 
servation Districts are realizing 
that to farm profitably they must 
make every acre produce a net 
profit annually, They are aware 
that agriculture cannot long en- 
dure where one productive acre 
must carry the tax and interest 
burden of two unproductive acres. 
Hence, with an eye to the future, 
these farmers are reforesting erod- 
ing and unfertile lands with a de- 
sirable species of pine or black 
locust, 

All idle open fields not suited to 
profitable annual or perennial crops 
or pasture and large openings in 
woods should be reforested. Some 
acres if protected from fire and: 
grazing would reseed naturally, 
where proper cutting methods are 
employed, Sufficient mature trees 
should be left in a stand to pro- 
duce seed for reseeding the area, 

The farm woods, like field crops, 
respond to proper care and pro- 
tection. “Weeding” or the right 
use of the saw and ax to remove 
the less desirable species will stim- 
ulate the growth and improve the 
quality of the forestry products, 

Bulletins containing instructions 
for planting trees and information 
concerning the benefit payments 
for improving the farm woodlands 
can be obtained from your county 
agent or Soil Conservation techni- 
cian, 

Tree seedlings may be ordered 
from the State Nursery, and or- 
ders should be placed immediately, 
as the supply is limited. Order 
blanks may be secured from the 
county agent's office,

BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama, at the Regular Session 
1939, ordered an election to be held 
by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a certain 
proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama, which said 
amendment is herein set out, and 
ordered that said election be held 
at the General Election next suc- 
ceeding the session of the Legisla- 
ture at which the election was or- 
dered; and 

WHEREAS, the First Tuesday 
after the First Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1940, which is the 5th day of 
November, is the time for holding 
the General Election in 1940; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, 
and by the provisions of the Act 
submitting said amendment, to be 
given by a proclamation of the 
Governor to be published in each 
County in the State of Alabama 
once a week for four successive 
weeks immediately preceding the 
said 5th day of November: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Frank M. 
Dixon, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give ‘notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 5th day of November, 1940, 
an election will be held at the sey- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama, in the manner and 
form provided by law, upon the 
following proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1901: 

“The State of Alabama is 
hereby authorized to issue not 
exceeding $5,000,000 aggregate 
principal amount of bonds for 
the purpose of paying or retir- 
ing prior to maturity, the bonds 
of the Alabama State Bridge 
Corporation and the bonds of 
the Alabama Bridge Authority, 
Incorporated, which were out- 
standing on July 1, 1939. Said 
bonds shall be general obliga- 
tions of the State of Alabama, 
to the prompt payment of the 
principal of and interest on 
which the full faith and credit 
and taxing power of the State 
are hereby irreyocably pledged, 
and all of said bonds, together 
with any other bonds of the 
State providing for a pledge of 
Said gasoline excise tax which 
may be authorized by constitu- 
tional amendment ratified on 
the same day as this amend- 
ment is ratified shall be addi- 
tionally secured, without prior- 
ity of one bond over another, 
by a pledge of the proceeds of 
the gasoline excise tax, author- 
ized to be pledged to the high- 
way bonds provided for in the 
amendment to the constitution 
known as Article XX-A, sub- 
ject, however, to the prior 
Pledge of said gasoline tax to 
said highway bonds. The bonds 
hereby authorized shall bear 
interest at not exceeding three 
per centum (3%) per annum, 
payable semi-annually, and 
shall be sold at not less than 
the par value thereof. Said 
bonds and the interest there- 
on shall be forever exempt 
from taxes of every kind. Said 
bonds shall be issued at such 
time or times in such denomi- 
nations and series and shall 
mature at such times, not later, 
however, than fifteen (15) years 
from the date of issuance, and 
shall have such other terms and 
conditions as may be provided 
by law. In addition to tempo- 
rary loans authorized by Sec. 
tion 313 of the Constitution, as 
amended, the Governor with. 
out further authority is hereby 
authorized to issue and sell at 
advertised public sale during 
any fiscal yerr, notes evidenc- 
ing temporary loans for the 
Purpose of providing funds for 
the payment of appropriations 
at the time or times when the 


| funds appropriated are needed, 
The loans hereby authorized 
shall, however, be made only in 
anticipation of the collection of 
taxes payable during such fiscal 
year, and the total amount of 
such loans at any time outstand- 
ing shall never exceed thirty 
per centum (30%) of the esti- 
mated amount of uncollected 
taxes for such fiscal year. The 
uncollected taxes for such fiscal 
year shall be estimated by de- 
ducting the taxes thus far col- 
lected and by deducting the 
taxes pledged for bonds and in- 
terest thereon maturing during 
that fiscal year from the annual 
average of the total taxes of the 
State collected during the pre- 
ceding three fiscal years as cer- 
tified by the State Treasurer, 
Such temporary loans may be 
evidenced by a _ negotiable 
promissory note or notes of the 
State and shall be due and pay- 
able within the fiscal year in 
which negotiated and may be 
renewed or extended but shall 
not be renewed or extended be- 
yond that fiscal year. Both the 
principal of and interest on said 
note or notes shall be payable 
from and secured by a lien , 
upon the taxes in anticipation 
of the collection of which they 
shall have been issued and 
shall also be general obligations 
of the State of Alabama; and 
the full faith and credit and 
taxing power of the State are 
hereby irrevocably pledged to 
the payment thereof. Said notes 
and the interest thereon shall 
be forever exempt from taxes 
of every kind. The State shall 
not, directly or indirectly, ab- 
solutely or contingently, con- 
tract or incur any indebtedness 
or other obligation except as 
provided in this Constitution, 
and no department, board, bu- 
reau, commission, agency, insti- 
tution or office of the State and 
no public corpordtion or author. 
ity shall ever, directly or indi- 
rectly, absolutely or contingent- 
ly, incur any debt or other ob- 
ligation payable from or se- 
cured by a pledge of any ap- 
propriation or any State funds 
or any other funds, revenue or 
income over which the State 
has any control or issue any 
warrant or order thereon until 
such funds, revenues, or income 
shall have been appropriated 
and collected or anticipated by 
temporary loans as _ herein 
above provided. Any such debt 
or obligation of the State and 
any such debt or obligation or 
warrant or order of any such 
department, board, bureau, com- 
mission, agency, institution, of- 
fice, public corporation or au- 
thority, shall be void and un- 
enforceable; and no State funds 
and no funds, revenue or in- 
come over which the State has 
any control shall ever be ap- 
propriaied or used, directly or 
indirectly, to pay the principal 
thereof or the interest thereon, 
Any appropriation for any such 
purpose shall be void.” 


I further direct and proclaim that 
notice of this election upon Tues- 
day, the 5th day of November, 1940, 
upon the above set forth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama of 1901, be given 
by publishing the same once a 
week for four successive weeks 
next preceding Tuesday the 5th day 
of November, 1940, in each County 
in the State of Alabama in a news- 
paper published in said County,

ABSTINENCE 


EXT—Luke 1:13-16; 2:40; 4: 
5 


6:21, I 5 
GOLDEN TEXT-For the kingdom of 
God is not meat and drink; but righteous. 
ness, and peace, and joy in the Holy 
Ghost.—Romans 14:17, 


4; 


Life is our most precious posses- 
sion. No intelligent person will 
waste its fleeting moments, nor de- 
fer to a later season the living of his 
life to the best advantage. We'live 
now—today,. 

Nor is any thoughtful one ready to 
let life slip by without its finest and 
richest return of usefulness and 
blessing, not only to himself, but to 
others. International Temperance 
Sunday affords us an opportunity to 
show our young people that those 
who indulge in intoxicants cannot 
live such a life, 

We suggest that a satisfying life is 

I. Useful (Luke 1:13-16), 

John was to be born into a life of 
such blessed usefulness to God and 
man that he was to be a “joy and 
gladness” to his parents, ‘great in 
the sight of the Lord,"’ and instru- 
mental in turning ‘‘many of the chil- 
dren of Israel . . . to the Lord.” 

Such a life is worthy of emulation 
on the part of every young man and 
woman. What is the secret of it? 
Undoubtedly, fine Christian parent- 
age had much to do with it. We 
note that God began preparing this 
great character a generation before 
he was born. Other elements also 
entered in, such as rearing and 
training, but most important of all 
was the fact (v. 15) that he was not 
to be driven by the false stimulants 
of this world, but by the infilling of 
the Holy Spirit of God. No ‘wine 
nor strong drink,’’ but being ‘‘filled 
with the Holy Ghost’'—there, young 
people, is the secret of a happy and 
useful life. 

II. Normal (Luke 2:40). 

These words stress the fact that 
Jesus developed normally—physical- 
ly, mentally, and spiritually, Let us 
emphasize the need of letting chil- 
dren develop and grow normally, for 
we live in a day of constant high 
pressure, when even the life of a 
child is not permitted to grow in its 
God-intended peace and according 
to the normal processes of nature. 
Give your boys and girls time, and 
encourage them to grow normally, 

Obviously, the use of strong drink 
can only hinder, make abnormal, or 
destroy such normal growth, Let's 
rule it out altogether and let our 
people grow and wax strong in the 
Lord. 

IMI. Well-Balanced (4:4; 6:21, 25). 

Making a life is more important 
than making a living. The bread of 
this world is not enough; we must 
have the satisfying portion of fellow- 
ship with God. This we find in His 
Word. Nothing material, social or 
mental will fully satisfy the soul of 
man. His heart cries out for a mes- 
sage from God. , 

Intoxicants make men to laugh 
when they ought to weep, give them 
a false satisfaction which is followed 
by an inexpressible hunger, They 
are unbalanced individuals. 

Why not be among those who, 
knowing God and His Word, are in- 
telligent enough to laugh at the right 
time, weep at the right time, and 
who know how to choose that which 
truly satisfies for time and eternity, 

IV. Fundamentally Right (6:43- 
45). 

There is a false optimism which 
would have us think we can sow to 
the wind and avoid reaping the 
whirlwind. Men are encouraged to 
think they can waste their time and 
their substance, taking into their 
‘bodies the destructive elements of 
intoxicating liquors, and somehow 
come out all right. Young people 
are lured by clever advertising to 
think it is socially correct and smart 
to indulge, and that there will be no 
evil effects. Such an obvious false- 
hood should not fool any keen young 
man or woman, 

The roots of an evil life bring forth 
corruption, for the heart of a man 
who follows after sin cannot bring 
forth that which is good. The kind 
of a person you are in your heart, 
the things you do when no one sees, 
the seeds you sow in indulgent and 
profligate living — these determine 
character and destiny for time and 
eternity. 

Just so, fine, noble and upright 
thoughts and actions will bring forth 
gloriously fine and useful lives—a 
delight to God and man—well-bal- 
anced — normally developed — not 
only without a regret at the end of 
life's road, but finding there God's 
approval,

A PROCLAMATION 


BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama, at the Regular Session 
1939, ordered an election to be held 
by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a certain 
proposed amendment to the Conisti- 
tution of Alabama, which said 
amendment is herein set out, and 
ordered that said election be held 
the day of the General Election next 
succeeding the final adjournment 
of the Legislature at which the elec- 
tion was ordered; and 

WHEREAS, the: First Tuesday 
after the First Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1940, which is the 5th day of 
November, is the time for holding 
the General Election in 1940; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and 
by the provisions of the Act sub- 
mitting said Amendment, ‘+o be 
given by a proclamation of the 
Governor to be published in* each 
County in the State of Alabama 
once a week for four successive 
weeks immediately preceding the 
said 5th day of November: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Frank M. 
Dixon, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, di- 
rect and proclaim that on Tuesday, 
the 5th day of November, 1940, an 
election will be held at the several 
polling places within the State of 
Alabama, in the manner and form 
provided by law; upon the follow- 
ing proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901: 

“The Legislature of Alabama 
may hereafter, from time to 
time, by general or local laws, 
fix, regulate and alter the costs 
and charges of courts, fees, 
commissions, allowances and 
Salaries to be charged or re- 
ceived by any county officer of 
Morgan County, including, with- 
out limiting the generality of 
the foregoing, the Judge of Pro- 
bate, Tax Collector, Tax Asses- 
sor, Sheriff, Circuit Clerk, and 
Register, including the method 
and basis of compensation of 
such officer, and may provide 
for the placing of any such of- 
ficer on a salary and that the 
fees, costs and allowances col- 
lected by such officer be paid 
into the County treasury. All 
acts of the regular or adjourned 
session of the Legislature of 
Alabama which convened in 
January 1939, fixing or purport- 
ing to fix the compensation of 
any such officer on a salary 
basis are hereby validated and 
confirmed.” 

I further direct and proclaim 
that notice of this election upon 
Tuesday, the 5th day of November, 
1940, upon the above set forth 
amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama of 1901, be 
given by publishing the same once 
a week for four successive weeks 
next preceding Tuesday the 5th day 
of November, 1940, in each County 
in the State ef Alabama in a news- 
paper published in said County,

FARMING 
IS REALLY HERE 
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Old County Home, Once Stately 
Residence, Now Houses School 


In ‘Home Making’ For NYA Girls 


By 
NELL FANNIN HUTCHISON 


The old Tom Law home, on top 
the river hill at Blba, houses a 
school for home makers, some- 
thing that has been needed in this 


world ever since Eve fashioned the 


first garment of fig leaves, 

The 31 young women between 
the ages of 18 and 25 years en- 
rolled in its classes had the cour- 
ege and good, practical judgment 
to choose training toward that job 
that every woman expects ulti- 
mately to fill—that of wife and 
mother presiding in her own home, 

Most of them: came from fam- 
‘lies of slender income, Only one 
of them is a high school gradu- 
ute. They know that the doors 
of colleges and business schools 
swing wide open only to those 
who have a high school diploma 
and more money than they possess- 
ed, but they were undaunted in 
the hopes and ambition of youth, 

The National Youth Administra- 
tion was planned for just this type, 
On May 18, 1940, a home-makers 
class for NYA girls was opened 
in Elba, Mrs, Oswell Dowling, a 
gentle, soft-voiced woman, house- 
wife and cook of wide reputation, 
was made supervisor, 

From all sections of Coffee 
County girls, 21 of them, came to 
enroll in its classes. The number 
soon increased and an average of 
80 has been maintained during the 
five months of its existence. 

The school is a day project, with 
eight hours a day work experi- 


ence, The girls attend in relays 
of 15, alternating every two 
weeks, Like the pupils of other 


day schools, they arrive by pri- 
vate conveyance or bus each morn- 
ing. An apartment for five is 
rented in town and occupied in 
turn, as groups change, by girls 
who live at a great distance or 
find it inconvenient to reach school 
each morning. 

The working quota is divided 
into three sections: The house 
and yard group care for the build- 
ing, clean the rooms, care for the 
furnishings and make sure that 
the grounds are kept neat and at- 
tractive; the kitchen group plans 
the midday meal with the aid: of 
the supervisor, cook and serve it; 
the third group is employed in the 
sewing room, where household 
linens and garments are made. 

The story of their accomplish- 
ments must return to the begin- 
ning, for these girls are interior 
decorators, cabinet workers, wood- 
carvers, painters, dyers, weavers, 
seamstresses, dieticians, cooks, 
waitresses, dishwashers, maid Ss, 
canners, and expect soon to add 
vegetable gardening and landscap- 
ing to their repertoire, 

The house they occupy had once 
been a rather stately mansion for 
a small town. Its gala days past, 
it had served the county 15 years 
as an alms house, Before the 


a “desk ‘for the supervisor, The 
chairs were cushioned, floors and 
windows polished and the combi- 
nation office and lounge was com- 
plete, 

The sewing room also serves as 
dining room, where cutting mate- 
rial may be whisked from the two 
large tables and service laid for 
lunch, In the sewing room, be- 
fore the tables were provided, the 
students started cutting on a 
board laid across the backs of 
chairs, 

In addition to their own furnish- 
ings of draperies, upholsteries, 
luncheon cloths, cup towels, tea 
napkins, covers, ete,, they haye 
made 50 garments and dozens of 
Sanitary aprons for use by the 
County Health Department, 17 
Sheets, 17 pairs of pillow cases, 
86 dresses and three patchwork 
quilts, pieced from the sewing 
Scraps, Material for these was pro- 
vided by the Welfare Department 
and the finished products were 
distributed among their clients. 

The girls make their own print 
dresses and kitchen smocks. Be-« 
fore coming to the school none of 
them had made a garment, unaid- 
ed, and several of them were from 
homes that had never owned a 
sewing machine, Many couldn't 
“sew a straight seam". Their work 
now would do credit to any mid- 
dle-aged housewife, 

Among their house furnishings 
@re several beautiful rugs made 
from dyed burlap and from twine, 
Small mats are woven from twine 
ravelings on a hand-made frame, 
Along the kitchen wall are hung 
long rows of bright painted cabi- 
nets, made from prune boxes. 
Larger cabinets for their dishes, 
utensils and groceries and a table 
desk were made by the students. 

Lessons in balanced diet and 
meal planning, correct table serv- 
ice, serving and entertaining 
guests at meals, are included in 
the training, Regular meals (only 
lunch is served) consist of a meat, 
three vegetables, a dessert and a 
drink, all chosen for nutritive value 
and small cost. When officers or 
cther friends are guests a more 
elaborate menu is planned, Bach 
girl contributes 10 cents a day for 
her lunch, Bach receives $14 for 
her 78 hours work each month. 

The purpose of the project is 
to give the students practical su- 
pervised training in the various 
phases ,of home making and ex- 
perience in earning and wisely 
Spending money, 

A score card is kept for each 
girl. Should one fail to cooperate 
with the requirements, or in any 
way prove a disturbing element, 
she is dismissed. During the pe- 
viod the school has been in opera- 
tion a noted increase in pride, 
hetter grooming, in personality, in 
quality of work and best of all in 
a cheerful and happy spirit of co- 
operation has been noted in the 
entire student body.
